26th of July, PLKCHAYICIU8 informed us thst in oomplithes with our 
request for two suitable couriers (Soft MGM-A-1362 Pert IT Pars 1), 
he bed been successful in loos tint suoh individuslp. At the seme 
i time the Oenerel steted thet unless proper arrangements were made 
r by the 9th of August, foy, Ms family's emigre tion, with the 
understanding that he remains to work with us, he would be foroed 
to oonoentrate on Ms own individual problems pertaining to 
v* emigration to the U8A. Our numerous telegrams requesting additional 
dots on the two possible couriers brought negative results, and ^ 
finally on 12 August PLKCHAYICIU8 informed us thet he wee at IRO 
Transit Oamp near firemen, with departure imminent from day to day*

Ve did not, however, inform the General of tMa.) Upon eetablisMng 
telephone eontaot with the Oenerel at the camp, PLX0BAVI0XU8 
stated that la view of the olroumstunces he could not see how the 
oourlers could be oontaoted at tMs late date as the individuals 
ooaoerned were "personally loyal to me and would acoept no orders 
from the. politicians". By the "politicians* the Oeneral was 
referring to Hr* 8IDZIKAUSKAB* As the situation appeared to be 
rather hopeleas we egreed that the Oeneral prooeed with Ms 
emigration and that we would eontaot Mo in the USA- at the residence 
of Ms sponsor, PlJua/glUBIg*.

TMs was the oaae officer's I 
lMtial meeting with 81DZIKAUSKAS, the first oontaot having been ‘ 
established by Merrill (Ref i M0M-A-U15) . 8IOUKAU8KA8 made a very 
favorable Impression and it is our opinion that we would encounter 
no difficulties in our planned cooperation* , 8I1& IK AU8 K AB is . 

apparently fully aware of the fact that propaganda and clandestine 

S olltioal aotlvlty In Lithuania Is entirely dependent upon the ( 
evelop&ent of operational lines of communication as well as the 
penetration of Soviet security organs for the protection of such 
operations. 8IDZIKAU8KA8 was aooompaMed at the interview by Prof, 
yuosas bra zu I TIB, Chief of the propaganda Beotlon, and, under the 
proposed reorgaMtation of the Sxeoutlve Committee, Consultant on 
foreign Affairs. Pertinent facts of the conference are summarised I

a. Successor to PLSCUAYlOIUSt stated that 

PLRCIIAVICIOS was invited to attend a meeting of the Executive, 

Committee on 8 August, but was unable to oome from Bremen. 

6IDZIKAUSKA8 did not believe, however, that PLfcCHAYIClua was n 
absolutely essential to the planned operations, and discounted any 
references to the General's absolute personal hold over any Individuals 
or over tbs Lithuanian underground. TUX is the goveraaeut-in- e .Us — 
recognised by practically all Lithuanians abroad aa wall as by th«- 
underground, and no one Individual could be considered as indi sponsible
